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PREFACE. 


Se 


THE Liturgy now offered to the public 
is framed upon the model of that Form 
of Prayer which was selected by the late 
Rev. Theophilus Lindsey, from the Public 
Liturgy, for the use of the congregation 
in Essex Street ; the chief excellence of 
which consists in avoiding all disputed 
doctrines and party phrases in addressing 
the Supreme Being, and in admitting no 
sentiments but those in which all Chris- 
tians may unite, expressed in the simple, 
solemn, and universally admired language 
of the Common Prayer. 


In this edition of the Reformed Liturgy 
a few verbal alterations have been made 
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in the prayers, with the view chiefly of 
bringing them still nearer to the original 
_ text. It has also been thought advisable, 
instead of inserting the whole of the 
Psalms, to give rather such selections 
from them as seemed to be most in har- 
mony with the genius and spirit of the 
Gospel, and to be best fitted for general 
use. While the beautiful and expressive 
phraseology of the Common Version has 
in the main been adhered to, advantage 
has, at the same time, been taken of the 
labours of the learned to introduce amend- 
ments and corrections where they were 
deemed to be necessary.

ANOTHER edition of the Reformed Liturgy 
having been called for, the Editor has

his hands, and say to the Sponsors,

4 Exhortation to parents after baptism. 


Brethren, 
HE design of receiving infants by 
baptism into the church of Christ, is 
to remind parents of their duty to them 
in their innocent and helpless age, that 
they may train them up as-his disciples 
and the children of God; and that, as 
they have been the instruments of bring- 
ing them into this mortal life, they may 
have the comfort of contributing to their 
future happiness in a life that will never 
end. 

Remember, then, that this child belongs 
to God, who gave it you, and intrusts you 
with it, thatit may be educated and fitted 
for himself ; and if through your criminal 
neglect or bad example his reasonable 
creature be lost, he will require it at your 
hands. 

Instil, therefore, into Ais tender mind 
the knowledge, reverence, and love of 
God, the heavenly Father and Maker of 
all, and a deep sense of the duty he owes 
to him. Acquaint him with his benevo- 
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nerate and perishing world to their duty 
and happiness: And lead him to learn 
the mind and will of God for his salvation 
from that inestimable treasure of wisdom 
the holy scriptures, especially the words 
of Christ and his apostles ; and not from 
the doctrines and inventions of men. 

Check the first risings of envy and 
pride in his breast, by teaching him hu- 
mility and a just knowledge of himself; 
that all he possesses or hopes for is from 
God, whose free bounty alone maketh the 
difference between his creatures. But at 
the same time inform him of the dignity 
of his nature; of the importance of rea- 
son, the light of God within him; by 
which he is to govern himself, to restrain 
his appetites and passions, to moderate 
his affections, to know the God that made 
him, to learn his will, to become like unto 
him, holy, just, and good. Teach him 
above all things to abhor falsehood and 
lies ; and to love and cultivate truth and 
integrity, which will make him amiable 
in the eyes of all, and acceptable to God. 
Tell him that he is to love and do good 
to all men, because all are equally the 
children of God with himself, and the 
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objects of his fatherly kindness and care: 
That he is not born only for himself, but 
for others ; to serve his country and man- 
kind by promoting truth and virtue, and 
the public good. 

To this early care of instructing your 
child, must be added your own invariable 
good example, that he at no time be wit- 
ness to any hasty, passionate, profane 
words, or unseemly behaviour, inconsist- 
ent with virtue or innocence; and that 
the name of Gop in particular be never 
mentioned before Aim but with the ut- 
most seriousness and reverence ; because 
it is by imitation chiefly that our cha- 
racters are insensibly formed from our 
infancy, and the impressions then made 
are seldom effaced afterwards. 

Be therefore thus watchful over this 
precious charge of heaven committed to 
you, that it receive no injury in your 
hands. And sow in him betimes these 
seeds of piety, charity, sincerity, and all 
goodness ; for otherwise the weeds of evil 
will spring up of course in such a world 
as this, which it may be difficult after- 
wards to root out. And although no pains 
that you can take can ensure success, yet, 
whatever happens, you will have dis- 
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charged your duty, and not have the guilt 
and mortifying reflection of having con- 
tributed to the ruin and misery of those 
you love. But if your labours are success- 
ful,—and generally true is the wise man’s 
remark, Train up a child in the way he 
should go, and when he is old he will not 
depart from it,—it will be a source of the 
highest and purest pleasure and satisfac- 
tion to you, and you will have the joy of 
leaving behind you those who may do 
good in the world when you shall be no’ 
more in it. ; 

And may the supreme Father and Go- 
vernor of all things direct and bless you 
in the faithful discharge of your duty, for 
his glory, the good of mankind, and the 
advancement of the gospel of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Amen. 

{| Where there are other Sponsors who present 
the child to be baptized, and not the Parents, 
the Minister may thus begin the exhortation :

able estate, instituted of God ; which holy 
estate Christ adorned and beautified with 
his presence, and first miracle that he 
wrought in Cana of Galilee; and it is 
commended of St. Paul to be honourable 
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among all men ; and therefore none ought 
to engage therein unadvisedly, lightly, 
or wantonly; but reverently, discreetly, 


advisedly, soberly, and in the fear of 
God. 


{| Then speaking unto the persons that shall 
be married, he shall say, 


I SOLEMNLY require and charge you 

both, that if either of you know any 
impediment why ye may not be lawfully 
joined together in matrimony, ye do now 
confess it. 


q| If no Impediment be confessed, then shall the 
Minister call upon each of the Parties about 
to be married, to make in succession the fol- 
lowing Declaration, prescribed by Law: 


‘TI do solemnly declare that I know 
not of any lawful impediment why I, 
A. B., may not be joined in matrimony 
mC, 2.” 


q The Minister shall then ask, ‘‘ Who giveth 
the woman to be married to the man?” and 
receiving her at her father’s or friend's 
hand, shall cause the man with his right 
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hand to take the woman by her right hand, 
and to say to her, as prescribed by Law, 


‘“‘ T call upon these persons here pre- 
sent to witness, that I, A. B., do take 
thee, C. D., to be my lawful wedded 
Wife,” to have and to hold, from this day 
forward, for better for worse, for richer for 
poorer, in sickness and in health, to love 
and to cherish, till death us do part, ac- 
cording to God’s holy ordinance, and the 
laws of this land. 


q The woman then, in like manner, with her 
right hand, shall take the man by his right 
hand, and shall say to him, as prescribed by 
Law, 

‘* T call upon these persons here pre- 
sent to witness, that I, C. D., do take 
thee, A. B., to be my lawful wedded Hus- 
band,’’* to have and to hold, from this 
day forward, for better for worse, for: 
richer for poorer, in sicknessand in health, - 


* The words in this and the two preceding paragraphs 
marked by inverted commas are the words required to be 
used by the New Marriage Act, in the presence of the Registrar 
of the district and two or more credible witnesses. 
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to love and to cherish, till death us do part, 
according to God’s holy ordinance, and 
the laws of this land. 


q| Then shall they loose their hands; and the 
man shall give unto the womana ring. And 
the Minister taking the ring shall deliver it 
unto the man, to put it upon the fourth finger 
of the woman's left hand. And the man hold- 
ing the ring there, and taught by the Mi- 
nister, shall say, 
With this ring I thee wed; and to

qi Afterwards shall be read the following Psalm. 


Psalm xc. 


ORD, thou hast been our refuge from 
generation to generation. 

Before the mountains were brought 

forth, or ever thou hadst formed the earth 
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and the world, even from everlasting to 
everlasting, thou art God. 

Thou turnest man to destruction, and 
sayest, Return, ye children of men. 

For a thousand years in thy sight are 
but as yesterday when it is past, or as a 
watch of the night. 

Thou carriest them away as with a 
flood: they are as a sleep: in the morn- 
ing they are like grass which springeth 
up. 

Inthemorning it flourisheth, and spring- 
eth up ; in the evening it is cut down and 
withereth. ; 

Thou hast set our iniquities before thee, 
and our secret sins in the light of thy 
countenance. 

For all our days are passing away ; we 
spend our years as a tale that is told. 

The days of our years are threescore 
- years and ten: andif by reason of strength 
they come to fourscore years, yet is their 
strength but labour and sorrow ; it soon 
passeth away, and we are gone. 

But who regardeth the power of thine 
anger, or the terribleness of thy displea- 
sure ? 

So teach us to number our days, that 
we may apply our hearts unto wisdom. 
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Return unto us, O Lorn, at the last, 
and be gracious unto thy servants. 

O satisfy us early with thy mercy: 
that we may rejoice and be glad, all our 
days. 

Comfort us again, according to the 
time that thou hast afflicted us, and ac- 
cording to the years wherein we have suf- 
fered adversity. 

Let thy work appear unto thy servants, 
and thy glory unto their children. 

And let the beauty of the Lorp our God 
be upon us: and establish thou the work 
of our hands upon us; yea, the work of 
our hands establish thou it. 


q Then shall follow the Lesson taken out of 
the fifteenth chapter of the first Epistle to the 
Corinthians. 

"THE portion of scripture selected to be 

read upon the present occasion, is 
taken from 1 Cor. xv. 20, to the end. 
Bur now is Christ risen from the dead, 
and become the firstfruits of them that 
slept. For since by man came death, by 
man came also the resurrection of the 
dead. For asin Adam all die, even so in 

Christ shall all be madealive. But every 

man in his own order: Christ the first- 
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fruits ; afterward they that are Christ’s at 
his coming. Then cometh the end, when 
he shall have delivered up the kingdom to 
God, even the Father ; when he shall have 
put down all rule, and all authority and 
power. For he must reign till he hath 
put all enemies under his feet. The last 
enemy that shall be destroyed is death. 
For he hath put all things under his feet. 
But when he saith, all things are put under 
him, it is manifest that he is excepted 
who did put all things under him. And 
when all things shall be subdued unto him, 
then shall the Son-also himself be subject 
unto him that put all things under him, 
that God may be all in all. Else what 
shall they do who are baptized for the 
dead, if the dead rise not at all? why are 
they then baptized for the dead? And 
why stand we in jeopardy every hour? I 
protest by your rejoicing which I have in 
Christ Jesus our Lord, I die daily. If 
after the manner of men I have fought 
with beasts at Ephesus, what advantageth 
it me, if the dead rise not ? let us eat and 
drink ; for tomorrow we die. Be not 
deceived: evil communications corrupt 
good manners. Awake to righteousness, 
and sin not ; for some have not the know- 
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ledge of God: I speak this to your shame. 
But some man will say, How are the dead 
raised up? and with what body do they 
come ? Thou fool, that which thou sowest 
is not quickened, except it die: and that 
which thou sowest, thou sowest not that 
body that shall be, but bare grain, it may 
chance of wheat, or of some other grain : 
but God giveth it a body as it hath 
pleased him, and to every seed his own 
body. All flesh is not the same flesh: 
but there is one kind of flesh of men, 
another flesh of beasts, another of fishes, 
and another of birds. ‘There are also 
celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial : 
but the glory of the celestial is one, and 
the glory of the terrestrial is another. 
There is one glory of the sun, and another 
glory of the moon, and another glory of 
the stars: for one star differeth from an- 
other star in glory. So also is the resur- 
rection of the dead. It is sown in cor- 
ruption ; it is raised in incorruption : it is 
sown in dishonour ; it is raised in glory : 
it is sown in weakness; it is raised in 
power: it is sown a natural body; it is 
raised a spiritual body. There is a na- 
tural body, and there is a spiritual body. 
And so it is written, The first man Adam 
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was made a living soul; the last Adam 
was made a quickening spirit. Howbeit 
that was not first which is spiritual, but 
that which is natural; and afterward that 
which is spiritual. The first man is of the 
earth, earthy: the second man is the Lord 
from heaven. As is the earthy, such are 
they also that are earthy: and as is the hea- 
venly, such are they also that are heavenly. 
And as we have borne the image of the 
earthy, we shall also bear the image of 
the heavenly. Now this I say, brethren, 
that flesh and blood cannot inherit the 
kingdom of God ; neither doth corruption 
inherit incorruption. Behold, I shew you 
a mystery; We shall not all sleep, but 
we shall all be changed, in a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump : 
for the trumpet shall sound, and the 
dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we 
shall be changed. For this corruptible 
must put on incorruption, and this mor- 
tal must put on immortality. So when 
this corruptible shall have put on incor- 
ruption, and this mortal shall have put 
on immortality, then shall be brought to 
pass the saying that is written, Death is 
swallowed up in victory. O death, where 
is thy sting? O grave, where is thy vic- 
E 
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tory? The sting of death is sin; and the 
strength of sin is the Jaw. But thanks be 
to God, who giveth us the victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Therefore, my 
beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, un- 
moveable, always abounding in the work 
of the Lorn, forasmuch as ye know that 
your labour is not in vain in the Lorn. 


| When they come to the grave,while the corpse 
is made ready to be laid into the earth, the 
Minister shall say: 


AN that is born of a woman hath but 

a short time to live, and is full of 

trouble: He cometh up and is cut down 

like a flower ; he fleeth as it were a sha- 
dow, and continueth not. 

In the midst of life we are in death: 
of whom may we seek for succour, but of 
thee, O Lorn, who for our sins art justly 
displeased ? 

Yet, O Lorp God most holy, O Lorp 
most mighty, O holy and most merciful 
Father, deliver us not into the bitter pains 
of the second death. 

Thou knowest, Lorn, the secrets of 
our hearts, shut not thy merciful ears to 
our prayers; but spare us, Lorp most 
holy, O God most mighty, O holy and 
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merciful Father, thou supreme judge of 
all; suffer us not at our last hour to be 
without hope, or to fall from thee. 


| Then, while the earth shall be cast upon the 
body by some standing by, the Minister shall 


SAY: 
ORASMUCH as it hath pleased al- 
mighty God to take from us our bro- 
ther now departed; we therefore commit 
his body to the ground; earth to earth, 
ashes to ashes, dust to dust; in sure and 
certain hope that there shall be a resur- 
rection to eternal life of all those who die 
in the fear and love of God, through our 
Lord Jesus Christ, who shall change our 
vile body, that it may be like unto his 
glorious body, according to the mighty 
working whereby he is able to subdue all 
things to himself. 
Q Then shall be said: 

HEARD a voice from heaven saying 
unto me, Write; From henceforth 
blessed are the dead who die in the Lorn: 
even so saith the spirit ; for they rest from 

their labours. Rev. xiv. 13. 

q Then the Minister shall say: 

OUR Father, who art in heaven, hal- 
lowed be thy name; Thy kingdom 
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come; Thy will be done in earth as it is 
in heaven: Give us this day our daily 
bread ; And forgive us our trespasses, as 
we forgive them that trespass against us: 
And lead us not into temptation, but de- 
liver us from evil: For thine is the king- 
dom, and the power, and the glory, for 
ever and ever. Amen.

O MERCIFUL God, the Father of our 

Lord Jesus Christ, who is the resur- 
rection and the life; in whom whosoever 
believeth shall live, though he die; and 
whosoeverliveth and believeth in him shall 
not die eternally ; who also hath taught 
us, by his holy apostle St. Paul, not to 
sorrow as men without hope for those who 
sleep in him: We-humbly beseech thee, 
O Father, to raise us from the death of 
sin unto the life of righteousness ; that 
when we shall depart this life, we may

BLESSED is the man that walketh not 

in the counsel of the ungodly, nor 
standeth in the way of sinners, nor sitteth 
in the seat of the scornful. 

But his delight is in the law of the Lorn, 
and in his law doth he meditate day and 
night. 

For he is like a tree planted by the ri- 
vers of water, that bringeth forth its fruit 
in due season. 

Whose leaf also withereth not; and 
whatsoever he doeth shall prosper. 

It is not so with the ungodly : but they 
are like the chaff which the wind driveth 
away. 

Therefore the ungodly shall not stand 
in the judgement ; nor sinners in the con- 
gregation of the righteous. 
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For the Lorp knoweth the way of the 
righteous ; but the way of the ungodly 
shall perish. 

PSALM IV. 
EAR me when I call, O God of my 
righteousness ; in trouble thou hast 
set me free: have mercy upon me, and 
hear my prayer. 

O ye sons of men, how long shall my 
glory be a dishonour? how long will ye 
love vanity, and seek after falsehood ? 

Yet know this; that the Lorp hath 
chosen for himself the righteous man: 
when I call upon the Lorp, he will hear 
me. 

Stand in awe, and sin not: consider 
this upon your beds and be still. 

Offer the sacrifices of righteousness, 
and put your trust in the Lorn. 

There be many that say, Who will shew 
us any good ? 

Lorp, lift thou up the light of thy coun- 
tenance upon us. 

Thou hast put gladness in my heart, 
~ more than theirs is, when their corn, and 
wine, and oil are increased. 

I will lay me down in peace, and take 
my rest ; for thou alone, O Lorp, makest 
me to dwell in safety.

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PSALM V. 
IVE ear unto my words, O Lorp: 
consider my complaint. 

Hearken unto the voice of my cry, my 
King, and my God; for unto thee will I 
pray. 

My voice shalt thou hear in the morn- 
ing, O Lorp: in the morning will I di- 
rect my prayer unto thee, and will look 
up. 
eae thou art not a God who hast plea- 
sure in wickedness: the evil doer shall 
not dwell with thee. 

The foolish shall not stand in thy sight ; 
thou hatest all the workers of iniquity. 

But as for me, I will come into thine 
house in the multitude of thy mercy ; and 
in thy fear will I worship in thy holy 
temple. 

Lead me, O Lorn, according to thy 
righteousness: make thy way straight 
before me. 

Let all who put their trust in thee re- 
joice: let them ever sing for joy because 
thou defendest them: let all who love thy 
name be joyful in thee : 

For thou, Lorn, wilt give thy blessing 
unto the righteous man: with favour 
wilt thou encircle him as with a shield. 
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PSALM VIII. 
LORD, our Lord, how excellent is thy 
name in all the earth! thou hast set 

thy glory above the heavens. 

Out of the mouth of babes and suck- 
lings thou hast ordained praise, to put 
thine adversaries to shame ; to silence the 
enemy and the revengeful. 

When I consider the heavens, the work 
of thy fingers; the moon and the stars, 
which thou hast ordained ; 

What is man, that thou art mindful of 
him ; and the son of man, that thou vi- 
sitest him ? P 

Thou hast made him a little lower than 
the angels, and hast crowned him with 
glory and honour. 

Thou hast given him dominion over the 
works of thy hands; and thou hast put 
all things under his feet: 

All sheep and oxen ; yea, and the beasts 
of the forest ; 

The fowls of the air; and the fishes of 
the sea, and whatsoever passeth through 
the paths of the seas. 

O Lorp, our Lord; how excellent is 
thy name in all the earth! 
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PSALM IX. 

WILL praise thee, O Lorn, with my 

whole heart: I will shew forth all thy 
marvellous works. 

I will be glad and rejoice in thee; yea, 
I will sing praises unto thy name, O thou 
Most High! 

The Lorp endureth for ever; he hath 
prepared his throne for judgement. 

And he judgeth the world in righteous- 
ness: he administereth true judgement 
unto the people. 

The Lord is a refuge for the oppressed : 
even_a refuge in the time of trouble. 

And they that know thy name will put 
their trust in thee; for thou, Lorn, for- 
sakest not them that seek thee. 

O praise the Lorp who dwelleth in Zion : 
declare his doings among the people. 

The Lorp is known by the judgement 
which he executeth: the wicked is en- 
snared in the work of his own hands. 

The wicked shall hasten to the grave, 
and all the people who forget God. 

For the needy shall not be always for- 
gotten: the expectation of the afflicted 
shall not perish for ever. 

Arise, O Lorn, and let not man prevail ; 
let the nations be judged by thee.

Put them in fear, O Lorn: let the na- 
tions know that they are men. 


PSALM XI. 

N the Lorn I place my trust: why then 

say ye to me, Escape as a bird unto 
the mountains ? 

For lo, the wicked have bent the bow, 
and have fitted their arrow to the string, 
to shoot in secret at the upright in heart. 

If the foundations be destroyed, what 
can the righteous do ? 

The Lorp is in his holy temple: the 
Lorp’s throne is in heaven. 

His eyes behold, and his eyelids try, 
the children of men. 

The Lorp approveth the righteous ; 
but the wicked and the violent his soul 
abhorreth. 

Upon the wicked he shall rain flakes 
of fire and sulphur: storm and tempest 
shall be the portion of their cup. 

For the righteous Lorp loveth righ- 
teousness ; his countenance regardeth the 
- upright. 

PSALM XV. 
LORD, who shall abide in thy taberna- 
cle? or who shall dwell in thy holy 
mountain ? 
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He that walketh uprightly, and doeth 
righteousness, and speaketh the truth from 
his heart. 

He that slandereth not with his tongue, 
nor doeth evil to his neighbour, nor utter- 
eth a reproach against his neighbour. 

He in whose eyes the worthless are con- 
temptible ; but who honoureth them that 
fear the Lorp. 

He that sweareth to his own hurt, and 
changeth not. 

He that taketh not a bribe against the 
innocent. 

He that doeth these things shall never 
be moved. 


PSALM XVI. 


RESERVE me, O God, for in thee do 
I put my trust. 

I have said unto the Lorn, Thou art 
my Lord; I have no happiness without 
thee. 

The holy that are in the land, them I 
honour ; in them is all my delight. 

O Lorn, the portion of my heritage 
and of my cup; thou sustainest my lot. 

The lines are fallen for me in pleasant 
places: yea, I have a goodly heritage. 

I will bless the Lorp, who giveth me 
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counsel: inthe night, also, my heart ad- 
monisheth me. 

I set the Lorn before me at all times : 
because he is at my right-hand, I cannot 
be moved. 

Therefore my heart is glad, and my 
glory rejoiceth ; my flesh also dwelleth in 
security. 

For thou wilt not abandon my life to 
the grave ; nor wilt thou suffer thine holy 
one to see corruption. 

Thou wilt show me the path of life; 
in thy presence is fullness of joy; at 
thy right-hand are pleasures for ever- 
more. 


PSALM XXIII. 


HE Lorp is my shepherd ; I shall not 

want. 

He maketh me to le down in green 
pastures ; he leadeth me beside the still 
waters. 

He restoreth my soul; he leadeth me 
in the right paths, for his name’s sake. 

Yea, though I walk through the valley 
of the shadow of death I will fear no evil ; 
for thou art with me, thy crook and thy 
staff comfort me. 

Thou spreadest a table before me: thou 
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anointest my head with oil: thou makest 
my cup to overflow. 

Surely thy goodness and mercy shall 
follow me all the days of my life ; and I 
will dwell in the house of the Lorp for 
ever. 


PSALM XXIV. 

HE earth is the Lorp’s, and the full- 

ness thereof; the world, and they that 
dwell therein. 

For he hath founded it upon the seas, 
and established it upon the floods. 

Who shall ascend the mountain of the 
Lorp: and who shall stand in his holy 
place ? 

He that hath clean hands, and a pure 
heart; who hath not lifted up his soul 
unto vanity, nor sworn deceitfully. 

He shall receive a blessing from the 
Lorp, and righteousness from the God of 
his salvation. 


PSALM XXvV. 
UNTO thee, O Lorn, do I lift up my 
soul. O my God, I put my trust 
in thee: 
Let none that wait on thee be asha- 
med: let them be ashamed who trans- 
gress without cause. 
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Shew me thy ways, O Lorn ; teach me 
thy paths. 

Lead me in thy truth, and teach me, 
for thou art the God of my salvation ;. 

In thee do I trust at all times. 

Remember, O Lorp, thy tender mer- 
cies, and thy loving-kindnesses, for they 
have been of old. 

Remember not the sins of my youth, 
nor my transgressions ; according to thy 
mercy, remember thou me, for thy good- 
ness’ sake, O Lorn. 

Gracious and righteous is the Lorp ; 
therefore he will instruct sinners in the 
way. 

The meek will he guide in his judge- 
ments ; and the meek will he teach his 
way. 

All the paths of the Lorp are mercy 
and truth, unto such as keep his cove- 
nant and his testimonies. 

For thy name’s sake, O Lorp, pardon 
mine iniquity, though it be great. 

Who is the man that feareth the Lorp? 
him will he teach in the way that he should 
choose. 

The secret of the Lorp is with them 
that fear him; and he will make known 
to them his covenant. 
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PSALM XXVII. 
HE Lorp is my light and my salva- 
tion; whom shall I fear? The Lorp 
is the shield of my life; of whom shall I be 
afraid ? 

Though a host encamp against me, my 
heart shall not fear; though war be waged 
against me, still will I be confident. 

One thing have I desired of the Lorn, 
that will I seek after; that I may dwell 
in the house of the Lorp all the days of 
my life, to behold the beauty of the Lorn, 
and to inquire in his temple. 

For in the time of trouble he shall hide 
me in his pavilion ; in the secret place 
of his tabernacle shall he hide me; he 
shall set me upon a rock. 

Therefore will I offer in his tabernacle 
sacrifices of thanksgiving: I will sing, 
and speak praises unto the Lord. 

Hear my voice, O Lorp, when I cry 
unto thee; have mercy upon me, and 
answer me. 

When thou saidst, Seek ye my face ; my 
heart said unto thee, Thy face, O Lorn, 
will I seek. 

O hide not thou thy face from me, nor 
cast thy servant away in displeasure. 

Thou art my refuge; leave me not, 
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neither forsake me, O God of my sal- 
vation. 

Though my father and my mother 
should forsake me, yet the Lorp would 
take me up. 

Teach me thy way, O Lorp, and lead 
me in the right path. 

Verily I shall see the goodness of the 
Lorp in the land of the living. 

Wait on the Lorn; be of good courage, 
and he shall strengthen thy heart; wait, 
then, on the Lorn. 


PSALM XXIX, 


IVE unto the Lorn, O ye mighty, give 
unto the Lorp glory and strength. 

Give unto the Lorp the glory due unto 
his name; worship the Lorp in the beauty 
of holiness. 

The voice of the Lorp is upon the 
waters; the God of glory thundereth; the 
Lorp thundereth over the great waters. 

The voice of the Lorp is powerful ; the 
voice of the Lorp is full of majesty. 

The voice of the Lorp breaketh the 
cedars ; yea, the Lorp breaketh the ce- 
dars of Lebanon. 

The voice of the Lorp divideth the 
flames of fire; the voice of the Lorn 
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shaketh the wilderness ; the Lorp shaketh 
the wilderness of Kadesh. 

The voice of the Lorp shkaketh the 
oaks, and maketh bare the forests; and 
in his temple doth every one speak of his 
glory. 

: The Lorp sitteth above the storm: the 
Lorp sitteth king for ever. 

May the Lorp give strength unto his 
people; may the Lorp give his people 
the blessing of peace ! 


PSALM XXXITII. 


RREJOICE in the Lorn, O ye righte- 
ous ; for praise is comely for the up- 
right. 

The word of the Lorn is right, and all 
his works are done in truth. 

Heloveth righteousness and justice: the 
earth is full of the goodness of the Lorn. 

By the word of the Lorp were the 
heavens made, and all the host of them 
by the breath of his mouth. 

He gathereth the waters of the sea to- 
gether as a heap; he layeth up the deep 
in store-houses. 

Let all the earth fear the Lorn: let all 
the inhabitants of the world stand in awe 
of him.

For he spake, and it was done: he 
commanded, and it stood fast. 

The Lorp bringeth to nought the coun- 
sels of the nations, and frustrateth the 
designs of the people. 

The counsel of the Lorp standeth for 
ever; the thoughts of his heart to all 
generations. 

Blessed is the nation whose God is the 
Lorp, andthe people whom he hath chosen 
for his inheritance. 

The Lorp looketh from heaven; he 
beholdeth all the sons of men: from the 
place of his habitation he looketh upon 
all the inhabitants of the earth. 

He fashioneth their hearts alike; he 
considereth all their works. 

No king is saved by a numerous host ; 
a mighty man is not delivered by much 
strength. 

The horse for safety is not to be de- 
pended on; neither can he rescue any 
by his great strength. 

Behold, the eye of the Lorp is upon 
them that fear him, upon them that hope 
in his mercy ; 

To deliver their soul from death, and 
to keep them alive in famine.

PSALM XXXIV. 


WILL bless the Lorn at all times ; his 

praise shall continually be in my mouth. 

My soul shall make her boast in the 
Lorp; the humble shall hear thereof and 
be glad. 

O magnify the Lorp with me, and let 
us exalt his name together. 

I sought the Lorn, and he answered 
me; and delivered me from all my fears. 

Look unto the Lorp, and be enlighten- 
ed; and your faces shall not be ashamed. 

The afflicted cried, and the Lorp heard 
him; and saved him out of all his troubles. 

The angel of the Lorp encampeth round 
about them that fear him, and delivereth 
them. 

O taste and see that the Lorp is good : 
blessed is the man that trusteth in him. 

O fear the Lorn, ye his saints; for there 
is no want to them that fear him. 
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Young lions may want, and suffer hun- 
ger; but they that seek the Lorp shall 
not want any good thing. 

Come, ye children, and hearken unto 
me; I will teach you the fear of the Lorn. 

What man is he that desireth life, and 
loveth many days, that he may see good? 

Keep thy tongue from evil, and thy lips 
from speaking guile. 

Depart from evil, and do good; seek 
peace, and pursue it. 

The eyes of the Lorp are upon the 
righteous, and his ears are open unto 
their cry. 

The face of the Lorp is against them 
that do evil, to cut off the remembrance 
of them from the earth. 

The righteous cry, and the Lorp hear- 
eth, and delivereth them out of all their 
troubles. 

The Lorp is nigh unto them that are 
of a broken heart, and saveth such as be 
of a contrite spirit. 

Many are theafilictions of the righteous ; 
but the Lorp delivereth him out of them 
all. 

The Lorp redeemeth the soul of his 
servants ; and none of them that trust in 
him shall be desolate. 
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PSALM XXXVI. 

RR EBELLION lodgeth in the heart of 
the wicked: there is no fear of God 

before his eyes. 

He flattereth himself in his own eyes, 
until his iniquity be found to be hateful. 

The words of his mouth are iniquity 
and deceit; he hath left off to be wise, 
and to do good. 

He deviseth mischief upon his bed; he 
setteth himself in a way that is not good: 
he abhorreth not evil. 

Thy mercy, O Lorp, reacheth unto 
the heavens, and thy faithfulness unto 
the clouds. 

Thy righteousness is like the great 
mountains: thy judgements are a great 
deep. 

Thou, Lorn, preservest both man and 
beast: how excellent is thy loving-kind- 
ness, O God! therefore the children of 
men take refuge under the shadow of thy 
wings. 

They shall be satisfied with the abun- 
dance of thy house, and thou shalt give 
them to drink out of the river of thy 
pleasures. 

For with thee is the fountain of life, and 
in thy light shall we see light. 
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O continue thy loving-kindness unto 
them that know thee, and thy righteous- 
ness unto the upright in heart. 

Let not the foot of pride approach me, 
and let not the hand of the wicked disturb 
me. 


PSALM XXXVII. 


RET not thyself because of the wicked ; 
neither be thou envious of the workers 
of iniquity. 

For they shall soon be cut down like 
the grass, and wither as the green herb. 

Trust in the Lorn, and do good; so 
shalt thou dwell in the land, and verily 
thou shalt be fed. 

Delight thyself also in the Lorp, and 
he shall give thee the desires of thy heart. 

Commit thy way unto the Lorp ; trust 
in him, and he shall act for thee. 

And he shall bring forth thy righteous- 
ness as the light, and thy judgement as 
the noon-day. 

Rest on the Lorn, and wait patiently 
for him: fretnot thyself because of him who 
prospereth in his way, because of the man 
who bringeth wicked devices to pass. 

Cease from anger, and forsake wrath ; 
fret not thyself so as to do evil. 
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For evil doers shall be cut off ; but those 
that wait on the Lorp, they shall inherit 
the land. 

Yet a little while, and the wicked shall 
not be; thou shalt look for his place, and 
it shall not be. 

But the meek shall inherit the land, 
and shall be refreshed in the abundance 
of peace. 

The little that the righteous hath is bet- 
ter than the great riches of the wicked. 

For the arms of the wicked shall be bro- 
ken, but the Lorp upholdeth therighteous. 

The Lorp knoweth the days of the up- 
right, and their inheritance shall be for 
ever. 

I have seen the wicked in great power, 
and spreading himself likea green bay-tree, 

Yet he passed away, and lo, he was 
not: yea, [sought him, but he was not to 
be found. 

Mark the perfect man, and behold the 
upright; for the end of that man is peace, 
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] SAID, I will take heed to my ways, 
that I sin not with my tongue. 
I will keep my mouth as with a bridle, 
while the wicked is before me. 
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I was dumb with silence; I refrained 
from good ; but my pain was increased. 

My heart was hot within me; while I 
was musing the fire burned: then spake 
I with my tongue : 

Lorp, make me to know mine end, and 
the measure of my days, what it is; that 
I may know how frail I am. 

Behold, thou hast made my days asa 
hand-breadth, and mine age is as nothing 
before thee: verily every man at his best 
state is altogether vanity. 

Surely every man walketh in a vain 
show ; surely he disquieteth himself in 
vain ; he heapeth up riches, and knoweth 
not who shall gather them. 

And now, O Lorp, what wait I for ? 
my hope is in thee. 

Deliver me from all my transgressions ; 
make me not the reproach of the fool- 
ish.

OD is our refuge and strength ; a very 
present help in trouble. 

Therefore will we not fear, though the 
earth be removed, and though the moun- 
tains be carried into the midst of the 
sea : 

Though the waters thereof roar and 
be troubled; though the mountains shake 
with the swelling thereof. 

There is a river, the streams of which 
shall make glad the city of God, the sa- 
cred abode of the Most High. 

God is in the midst of her; she shall 
not be moved: God shall help her, and 
that right early. 

The nations raged, the kingdoms were 
moved: he uttered his voice, the earth 
melted. 

The Lorp of hosts is with us ; the God 
of Jacob is our refuge. 
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Come, behold the works of the Lorp, 
what desolations he hath made in the 
land. 

He maketh wars to cease to the end of 
the land: he breaketh the bow, and cutteth 
the spear asunder; he burneth the chariots 
in the fire.

the excellency of Jacob whom he loved. 
God goeth up with a shout, the Lorn 
with the sound of a trumpet.

As we have heard, so have we seen it 
to be, in the city of the Lorp of hosts, 
in the city of our God; God will establish 
it for ever, 

We thought of thy loving-kindness, O 
God, in the midst of thy temple. 

According to thy name, O God, so be 
thy praise unto the ends of the earth: thy 
right hand is full of righteousness. 
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Let mount Zion rejoice, let the daughters 
of Judah be glad, because of thy judge- 
ments. 

Walk about Zion, and go round about 
her: tell the towers thereof. 

Mark well her bulwarks, survey her 
palaces that ye may tell to the genera- 
tion following ; 

This God is our God for ever and ever : 
he will be our guide even unto death, 


PSALM XLIX. 
EAR this, all ye people; give ear, all 
ye inhabitants of the world : 

Both high and low, rich and poor, to- 
gether. 

My mouth shall speak of wisdom, and 
the meditation of my heart shall be of 
understanding. 

Of those who confide in their wealth, 
and boast themselves in the multitude of 
their riches ; 

Not one of them can by any means 
redeem his brother, nor give unto God 
a ransom for him ; 

That he should still live for ever, and 
not see corruption. 

For it is seen that wise men die, as 
well as the ignorant and the foolish ; they

all perish alike, and leave their riches to 
others. 

And yet they think their houses shall 
continue for ever, and their dwelling- 
places to all generations; they call their 
lands after their own names : 

But a man in honour without under- 
standing, is like the beasts that perish. 

This their way is their folly: yet their 
posterity follow their example. 

Like sheep they are laid in the grave : 
death shall be their shepherd, and the 
upright shall have dominion over them 
in the morning ; 

Their beauty shall moulder away in 
the grave, and they shall no more have a 
dwelling-place. 

But God will redeem my life from the 
power of the grave, for he will take charge 
of me. 

Be not thou afraid when any one is 
made rich; when the glory of his house 
is increased : 

For when he dieth he shall carry no- 
thing away; his glory shall not descend 
after him. 

Though in his life he deemed himself 
happy, and was praised while he was in 
prosperity ; 
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Yet he must go to the generation of 
his fathers, and see the light no more.

PSALM LI. 


AVE mercy upon me, O God, accord- 

ing to thy loving-kindness; according 

to the multitude of thy tender mercies, 
blot out my transgressions. 

Hide thy face from my sins, and blot 
out all mine iniquities. 

Create in mea clean heart, O God, and 
renew a right spirit within me. 

Cast me not away from thy presence, 
and take not thy holy spirit from me. 

Restore to me the joy of thy salvation, 
and support me with a cheerful spirit.

My soul cleaveth unto thee ; thy right 
hand upholdeth me. 

PSALM LXV. 
RAISE waiteth for thee, O God, in 
Zion ; and unto thee shall the vow be 
performed. 

O thou that hearest prayer, unto thee 
shall all flesh come. 

Blessed is the man whom thou choosest 
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and causest to approach unto thee, to 
dwell in thy courts; he shall be satisfied 
with the pleasures of thy house, even of 
thy holy temple.

OD standeth in the congregation of the 
mighty: he judgeth among the gods. 
How long will ye judge unjustly, and 
respect the persons of the wicked ? 
Defend the poor and the fatherless: do 
justice to the afflicted and the needy. 
Deliver the outcast and the poor ; pro- 
tect them from the hand of the wicked. 
They do not know; they will not un- 
derstand ; they walk on in darkness. 
I have said, Ye are gods, and ye are all 
the sons of the Most High. 
But ye shall die like men, and fall like 
one of the people. 
Arise, O God, and judge the earth ; for 
all the nations are thine inheritance. 


PSALM LXXXIV. 


OW amiable are thy tabernacles, O 
Lorp of hosts ! 

My soul longeth, yea, even fainteth for 
the courts of the Lorp: my heart and my 
flesh cry aloud for the living God. 

The sparrow findeth a house, and the 
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swallow a nest for herself, where she may 
lay her young; even by thine altars, O 
Lorp of hosts, my King and my God. 

Blessed are they that dwell in thy house; 
they will be still praising thee. 

Blessed are they whose strength is in 
thee ; who delight in the way to thy sanc- 
tuary. 

They go from strength to strength, until 
they appear before God in Zion. 

O Lorn God of hosts, hear my prayer ; 
give ear, O God of Jacob. 

Behold, O God, our shield, and look 
upon the face of thine anointed. 

For a day in thy courts is better thana 
thousand. 

I had rather stand at the threshold of 
the house of my God, than dwell in the 
tents of wickedness. 

For the Lorp God is a sun and shield ; 
the Lorn giveth grace and glory ; no good 
thing will he withhold from them that walk 
uprightly. 

O Lorp of hosts, blessed is the man 
that trusteth in thee. 

PSALM LXXXV. 
ORD, thou hast been favourable unto 
thy land; thou hast brought back 
the captivity of Jacob. 
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Thou hast forgiven the iniquity of thy 
people ; thou hast covered all their sin. 

Thou hast taken away all thy displea- 
sure, and hast abated the greatness of thy 
wrath.

Thy seed will I establish for ever, and 
I will build up thy throne to all genera- 
tions. 

And the heavens, O Lorp, shall praise 
thy wonders ; thy faithfulness also in the 
congregation of the saints. 

For who in the heavens can be com- 
pared unto the Lorp ?

Thou, O mighty King, who lovest jus- 
tice, dost establish equity ; thou hast exe- 
cuted judgement and righteousness in 
Jacob. 

Exalt ye the Lorp our God, and wor- 
ship at his footstool; for he is holy. 

Moses and Aaron among his priests, 
and Samuel among them that call upon 
his name; they called upon the Lorp, 
and he answered them. 

He spake unto them in the pillar of 
cloud ; for they kept his testimonies, and 
the ordinance that he gave them.
